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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument features a determining unit 
configured to determine if the connection between said support node and said mobile station is to be released. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicant's statement and asserts that "determining if the connection should be released" and actually releasing the 
connection are not the same. Larsson discloses that the connection between the local exchange (supporting node) and the remote 
subscriber is released (column 11, lines 23-27). 

The argument features that the apparatus is configured to provide a connection between the mobile station and the support node. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's statement and asserts that Larsson also discloses that the (datacom application) 
apparatus is configured to provide a connection between the mobile station and the support node (column 11, lines 6-9, 16-27; column 15, 
lines 1-15). 

In view of the above, the rejection using Larsson is maintained. 
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
